Mrs. Rosalie Isabella Paxton, 40, 
wife of Kermit Paxton, in their 
ranch type home, near Gardners, 
on the afternoon of October 24, 
was the "top news story" in 
Adams County during 1962, ac- 
cording to tabulation of votes for 
the ten top news stories of the year 
cast by members of the editorial 
staff of The Gettysburg Times. 


Police are still searching for 


the murderer. Despite a $1.000 
reward for information leading to 
the apprehension and conviction of 
the murderer, police have made 
no report so far of anyone who 
might be a claimant for the re- 
ward. 
HAILSTORM SECOND 


Second in the "Story of the 


Year" balloting was the hailstorm 
•which struck the county in July. 
In fact there were two hailstorms 
—the first occurred in the Cash- 
town section about 6 p.m. July 
18. Hail ranged in size from 
hickorynuts to a half dollar. Some 
residents shoveled up the hail- 
stones and put them in refriger- 
ators as evidence of the unusual 
Btorm which ruined crops, ripped 
fruit from trees and damaged 
other fruit. 


- But the July 18 storm was just 
a preview of what was to come 
five days later, at about 6 p.m. on 
July 23. Then the worst hailstorm 
in the memory of residents swept 
parts of the county. It came 
through the Cashtown-Qrrtanna 
area, heading south and east and 
left in the county in the Barney 
area. Enroute it produced hail- 
stones in the Cashtown-Orrtanna 
area as big as baseballs.

FIREMEN HERE 
SET NEW MARK 
WITH 116 CALLS 


The Gettysburg Fire Depart- 


ment responded to 116 alarms 
during 1962, Secretary William G. 
Weaver reported today. This was 
the most ever received by the 
local department in one year. 
The previous high was 102 in 1953. 
The yearly average over the last 
10 years was 75. The increase in 
1962 
was attributed to the rash 


of 31 grass fires during the dry 
spring and early summer. 


Of the 116 alarms answered, 


only 33 came from within the 
borough itself. As usual, the south- 
western portion of the borough 
had the most alarms with 13. This 
section was followed by the south- 
eastern with eight alarms and 
the northwestern with seven. The 
northeastern section called in only 
five alarms. 


The 74 rural alarms were on 


or near roads leaving Gettysburg 
as follows: U.S. 30 east, 16; Big- 
lerville Rd., 12; Mummasburg 
Rd. and U.S. 15 north, nine each; 
Fairfield Rd.. seven; Hunterstown 
Rd., five; UJS. 30 West, four; Ta- 
neytown, Littlestown, Hanover and 
Table Rock, two each, and Knox- 
lyn Rd., U.S. 15 south and the 
Water Works Rd., one each. The

Riley A. Stine, 67, Fairfield R.

DOUBLE RIDINGER VICTORY 


No. 3 in the tabulation was the 


election of Harry D. Ridinger as 
assemblyman from Adams Coun- 
ty. Ridinger first won the Re- 
publican nomination from the in- 
cumbent veteran assemblyman, 
Francis Worley, then defeated 
Atty. Eugene R. Hartman in the 
election that was not settled until 
two weeks after the voting. Ri- 
dinger led by 51 votes when the 
unofficial count was made elec- 
tion night. When the official count 
began it was discovered that Big- 
lerville had apparently miscounted 
and a recount there, plus the rest 
of the official count, dropped Ri- 
dinger's lead to 10 votes. Then 
next week the military and ab- 
sentee votes were counted and 
Ridinger's victory finally was by 
112 votes. 


The tabulation of the votes for 


"10 top stories of the year" by 
The Times newsmen — none of 
whom agreed with the others in 
the placing of all the stories- 
showed fourth place going to the 
"County School Plan." That title 
covered a summer of discussions 
and activities on Act 561 by many 
organizations in the county, and 
the final decision of the county 
board to submit a plan to the 
state that the county be divided 
into two school districts. Act 561 
required that the county submit a 
plan for school reorganization 
which would provide districts with 
not less than 4.000 pupils. None of 
the present score of districts has 
that number of students.

OVER WEEKEND 


Highway crews continued today 


a battle against snow that began 
Saturday morning at 7:30 and 
kept up throughout the weekend. 


The snow stopped falling early 


Saturday evening but the winds 
that came afterward led the 104 
members of the state highways 
snow crew, with 44 trucks and 
14 graders and township and bor- 
ough snow crews through an up 
and down battle that never ended 
for the sleep-robbed men. 


This morning Highways Super- 


intendent Clyde Garber directed 
a roundup of all bulldozers that 
could be hired to take over on 
drifts that had become so hard 
they could no longer be moved 
by truck or grader. At that mo- 
ment the main highways were 
open, 30 per cent of the secondary 
roads were closed and 55 per cent 
of the rural roads were closed. 
Traffic on some roads listed as 
open was one-way only at many 
points. 
BLOW SHUT QUICKLY 


At that, the roads were in bet- 


ter shape than at one point Sun- 
day night when it was estimated 
that one-half the secondary roads 
and 75 per cent of the rural roads 
were drifted shut. 


The battle continued through- 


out the weekend. Crews opened 
roads and found them blowing 
shut behind them. 


At one time Sunday all main 


roads were open, all secondary 
roads were open and the crews 
had a good many of the rural 
roads open when they received 
calls to come back to the main 
roads. The wind had increased 
and the main highways were blow- 
ing shut.

COURT RULES 
ROAD OF LITTLE 


USE SINCE '44 


The Adams County Court Satur- 


day handed down an opinion find 
ing that a road through land of 
Robert C. and Mary P. Lott in 
Menallen Twp. had been estab- 
lished over the years as a public 
road, and thus should be left open 
even though it apparently has had 
litttle or no use since before 1944 


The decree of court directing 


that the road should remain open 
and that the Letts should pay th< 
costs was handed down in an 
equity action brought against the 
Lotts by Donald R. and Faye E 
Hack who own approximately 2 
cres of land in Menallen Twp 
rest of the Lott property known 
s the Piney Mountain Farm and 
mrchased by the Lotts in 1944. 
Also involved is a house tract 
>wned by Mrs. Lott since 1952. 


The court in its opinion ruled 
hat the road in question at one 
time continued across the house 
ract and on to proprety of Hiram 
Showers and Andrew Black and 
westward to the top of the moun- 
ain where it intersected with what 
s now a hard road leading to 
'ine Grove. 
The court further ruled tlhat ap- 


parently no one has resided on 
he land beyond the Lott building 
'during the last 25 to 40 years." 
The court ruled that the testi- 


mony of the defendants and plain- 
tiffs did not contradict each other, 
hat at some time prior to 1944 
general use of the road was dis- 
continutd and trees and brush 
grew up in the roadway, but that 
the road was used by the public 
generally from at least 1901 to at 
least 1932, a period of more than 
21 years and after a road had been 
opend for more than 21 years of 
usage no individual can close it.

Second in the "Story of the 
Year1’ balloting was the hailstorm 
which struck the county in July.

Hail ranged in size from 
fiickorynuts to a half dollar. Some 
residents shoveled up the hail* 
•tones and put them in refriger­ 
ators as evidence of the unusual 
storm which ruined crops, ripped 
fruit from trees and damaged 
other fruit. 
But the July IR storm was just 
a preview of what was to come 
five days later, at about 6 p.m. on 
July 23. Then the worst hailstorm 
in the memory of residents swept 
parts of the county. 
It came 
through 
the 
Cashtown-Orrtanna 
area, heading south and east and 
left in the county in the Harney 
area. Enroute it produced hail­ 
stones in the Cashtown-Orrtanna 
area as big as baseballs. 


The storm, 
pounding for 
45 
minutes and longer, stripped trees 
of fruit, leaves and in some in­ 
stances bark. At one home 28 
windows were shattered by the 
•form. The worst window break­ 
age, because it had the most win­ 
dows. occurred at the Mussel man 
Greenhouse near Orrtanna. Hard­ 
ly a pane of glass remained in 
the 175-foot structure and IO tons 
of soil had to be replaced be­ 
cause of splinters of glass in it 
after the storm. Thousands of 
dollars worth of flowers were also 
destroyed. 
Damage 
from

storm conservatively could be es­ 
timated at $1,000,000. 


D O U B LE R ID IN G E R VIC T O R Y 
No. 3 in the tabulation was the 
election of Harry D. Ridinger as 
assemblyman from Adams Coun­ 
ty. Ridinger first won the Re­ 
publican nomination from the in­ 
cumbent veteran assemblyman, 
Francis 
Worley, 
then 
defeated 
Atty. Eugene R. Hartman in the 
election that was not settled until 
two weeks after the voting. Ri­ 
dinger led by 51 votes when the 
unofficial count was made elec­ 
tion night. When the official count 
began it was discovered that Big­ 
lerville had apparently miscounted 
and a recount there, plus the rest 
of the official count, dropped Ri- 
dinger s lead to IO votes. Then 
next week the military and ab­ 
sentee votes were counted and 
Ridinger’s victory finally was by 
112 votes.

20 Inches Of Snow, Below Zero Weather

Winter unleashed its fury on the 
Eastern section of the nation in 
the last hours of the year. 
Below-zero temperatures were 
reported today in many spots. 
High velocity winds tore down 
power lines, may have swept a 
youth off a ferryboat to apparent 
death, and overturned a motor­ 
boat whose operator drowned. 
The powerful gusts also ripped 
off a movie house roof, toppled 
a huge construction crane and 
literally blew a river from its 
bed, stranding numerous boats. 
The wintry blast also brought 
fresh accumulations of snow in 
some places.

Bangor, Maine, had at least 21 
inches of new snow on top of the 
15 inches previously fallen.

The Bangor Daily New* failed 


to publish its morning paper to­ 
day. for the first time since 1899.

The death toll on Pennsyl­ 
vania highways for the long 
New Year's holiday weekend 
appeared today to be ahead of 
the pace of the past twx> year* 
Safety officials Issued another 
plea for cautio; during the 
most crucial hours New Year * 
eve tonight. 
Nine persons were killed in 
traffic accidents, including five 
on the Pennsylvania Turnpike, 
since the start of the tabulating 
period at 6 p.m. Friday. The 
102-hour weekend period ends 
at midnight Tuesday. 
Eight persons were killed in 
nontraffic accidents, three of 
whom died as the result of car­ 
bon monoxide poisoning. 
One crash on the turnpike 
Sunday near Harrisburg killed 
four persons.

on a cold wintry night with his 
lady after a visit to Littlestown, 
upon entering the covered bridge, 
his horse snorted with terror and 
refused to move forward.

A Bit Of History About 


Early Settlers

ANOTHER GHOST STORY 
The following ghost story, which 


is considered more or less authen- 
;ic, is centered in the old covered 
>ridge that once spanned Cone- 
wago Creek, on the Hanover-Lit- 
lestown road, near the old Kitz- 
miller Mill — where the Dudley 
Digges tragedy took place 


The account included in this 


column was taken from an un- 
dated clipping from the "Hanover 
Herald" on file in the Lancaster 
County Historical Society. 


"Spook Story — As ghost stories 


iave been the sensational and 
oopular topic of town talk for 
some months, we have been in- 
duced to publish one — a genuine, 
simon-pure spook story — that 
probably only a very few of our 
people have ever heard. The old 
frame covered bridge spanning 
Cone w ago Creek, on the Littles- 
town Pike, three and one-half 
mi'es west of Hanover, is haunted, 
and only a few persons have ever 
seen the spectral visitants from 
the land of the shades, long since 
departed 
from 
this 
mundane 


sphere. Our informant is a geatle- 
man, a former resident of this 
place (Hanover, Pemsylvania), 
but for several years past resid- 
ing at York, Pennsylvania. 
SLEIGH DISAPPEARS 


"He says that shortly before 


his marriage, some twenty years 
ago, while returning to Hanover 
on a cold wintry night with his 
:ady after a visit to Littlestown, 
upon entering the covered bridge, 
lis horse snorted with terror and 
refused to move forward. The in- 
terior of the bridge being very 
dark, he did not see at first what 
occasioned the horse's fright and 
xefusal to go further into the 
bridge. However, as his eyes be- 
came accustomed to the darkness 
he saw in front of bun a large 
sleigh or sled, drawn by two pow- 
erful horses, the seats of which 
were arranged lengthwise and on 
which were seated, facing each 
other, probably a dozen men ol 
almost gigantic stature, apparent- 
ly military men — officers of high 
rank and distinction, from their 
appearance — being dressed in 
uniforms of a dark color, with 
long flowing capes and slouchec 
hats. The driver of this convey- 
ance sat on an elevated seat a' 
the front, with whip in hand and 
lines loosely drawn. As the ghost 
ly team passed out of the bridge 
it was so close to his buggy tha 
our informant says that his lady 
— by reaching out her hand — 
could have touched it At this 
point their horse backed the bug 
gy down the bridge embankmen 
to let the ghostly sleigh pass. 


"As it emerged from Che dark 


ness into the starlight, it quickly 
melted away and disappeared be- 
ore their very eyes They were 
enabled, however, in the briel 
limpse afforded of it to more 
clearly distinguish the appearance 
of the sleigh and its occupants 
and both concurred that the re- 
markable spectacle they had wit- 
nessed was no phantasm or crea- 
ion of the mind, but a veritable 
reality — a party of military men 
evidently officers, from their ap- 
pearance and bearing and the 
ook of their uniforms The horses 
were sorrels with white blazec 
•aces _ large, powerful animals 
of great spirit and action, but 
their footsteps through the bridge 
gave forth no sound or noise and 
~tte sleigh moved as silently over 
the flooring as if being drawn 
through the air. 


"The eye-witnesses of this sin- 


gular phenomenon were so startle* 
and frightened with what they 
lad seen that it was some min- 
utes before they recovered from 
he great fright into which they 
had been thrown — and to ask 
each other what it was that they 
lad both seen — whether it was 
a reality or some phantasm o 
he mind for the moment. Each 
one fully confirmed and corrobo- 
rated the other as to Che minutest 
detail of what they had witnessed 
passing before their eyes, and 
wth are ready and willing to testi- 
y at any tune as to the fact of 
their having seen this spectral 
sleighing party at the old Cone- 
wago bridge — as described. 
HESSIANS IN "HANOVER 


"In connection with this weird 


story, it is a well-known historical 
fact that during the winter of 1778 
a large detachment of Hessian 
soldiers, who were captured in 
the Battle of Trenton, at daybreak 
of December 25th of that year, 
during the War of the American 
Revolution, passed through Han- 
over by way of the Littlestown 
road en route to Frederick. Mary- 
land, to be confined in the bar- 
racks there until the close of the 
war.

This remarkable 
vision or phantom that appeared 
on the night in question to our 
informant and his companion — 
although bordering somewhat on 
the marvelous, — would seem to 
bear conclusive evidence that the 
spirits of the departed do at times 
return to former earthly scenes 
and make themselves known, even 
to the skeptical and unbelieving.' 


This somewhat remarkable story 


is still told by various old citizens 
living in the general locality of 
Kitzmiller's Mill — but needless 
to say the versions differ. Essen- 
tially, however, all present the 
same facts — in other words they 
agree on all the main points. The 
sleigh, men in dark uniforms, 
powerful horses and the utter si- 
lence — these are the highlights 
of the story. One old man, as a 
boy in his teens, saw the phan- 
tom sleigh with its ghostly occu- 
pants, one cold winter night, when 
he was searching for a cow that 
had strayed in the vicinity of the 
old bridge.

burden has been called too heavy 
by everyone from President Ken- 
nedy down to the lowliest tax- 
payer. It will be up'for debate 
soon in Congress, many itate leg- 
islatures and numerous local gov- 
erning bodies. 


Just how heavy is it? 
The amount and impact has 


been collected by the Tax Founda- 
tion, a private nonprofit organi- 
zation keeping an eye on such 
matters. In the biennial publica- 
tion, Facts and Figures on Gov- 
ernment Finance, out today, the 
foundation looks at the total bur- 
den, 
how it is spent, how the pub- 


lic debt grows.

The totals are pretty high — 


the taxes, the spending, the debt. 
You might find them a help in 
understanding the pros and cons 
as Congress discusses whether 
the federal tax rates can m- can't 
be cut, and if so how much. 


In fiscal 1962 the Tax Founda- 


tion puts total government tax re- 
ceipts at $140 billion, up $3 billion 
in the year. This includes federal, 
state and local collections In 1950. 
these governments collected $54.8 
billion.

PROMISE THAW 
FOR ENGLAND 
AFTER FREEZE 


LONDON (AP)—Prospects of a 


thaw in southern England brought 
hope of relief today after a week- 
end of the worst blizzards in 
memory 


The big freeze spread 
over 


much of continental Europe. Ris- 
ing temperatures in Austria and 
France brought the danger of ava- 
lanches around the crowded ski 
centers. 


Deep snowdrifts brought traffic 


almost to a standstill hi most of 
southern England. The weather 
man predicted that a belt of rain 
moving across the area later to- 
day might bring milder weather. 


At least five deaths in Britain 


were attributed to the weather, 


man and his wife froze to 


death in their car buried under 
a 15-foot snowdrift in a rural spot 
in Dorset County. The couple's 
daughter, grandson and another 
man were rescued unconscious 
and in critical condition. 


Helicopters rescued a number 


of stranded travelers.

GENERALLY 
OBJECTS TO 
PLAN ON GUARD 


INDIANTOWN GAP, Pa. (AP) 


—State Adj. Gen. Malcolm Hay 
objects to four aspects of the De- 
fense 
Department's announced 


plans to reorganize the National 
Guard. 


Hay said Sunday his objections 


pertain to enlistment standards, 
commander authority, deactivat- 
ed missile men and an impend- 
ing reorganization of Army com- 
bat divisions. 


The Defense Department re- 


vealed its reorganization proposal 
to guard officials earlier this 
month. 
STILL UNDER STUDY 


However, the only known Penn- 


sylvania features are that both 
the 28th Infantry Division of some 
10,000 men and the 104th Armored 
Cavalry Regiment of some 2.000 
men are to be increased in size. 


Guard officials say the other 


specific details have not been dis- 
closed as yet because some areas 
still are "to be resolved." 


The realignment currently is 


under study by the Committee on 
National Guard Affairs of the na- 
tional governor's conference, tlhis 
committee is expected to seek a 
meeting with the Defense Depart- 
ment early next month to discuss 
the areas of differences, Hay 
said. 
STATES 
OBJECTIONS 


The adjutant general had this to 


say about his differences: 


"First, guard enlistment stand- 


ards under the plan are "in ex- 
cess of those required for active 
Army draftees." 


"The enlistment standards of 


the National Guard already are 
equal or exceed those required of 
; draftees who make up the 


bulk of the active army," he said. 


Next, Hay believed there is a 


question whether the major guard 
commanders have the authority 
under the plan to shift personnel 
among subordinate units. 
HAY GO.'NG OUT 


He saw "no reason" why these 


commanders should not be al- 
owed to shift personnel "to areas 
better able to use them" when the 
situation demands. 


He said he also is concerned 


over the disposition of some 
skilled missile men currently as- 
signed to Nike Ajax units labeled 
for deactivation. They have no ap- 
propriate assignments pending, he 
.said. 


Finally, said Hay, the plan does 


not take into consideration the 
impending reorganization of com- 
bat divisions—called ROAD—de- 
signed to increase their efficiency. 


Hay's tenure as adjutant gener- 


al expires with the inauguration 
of Gov.-elect William W. Scran- 
ton.

WASHINGTON (API — Walter 
Heller, 
chairman 
of 
President 
Kennedy’* Council of Economic 
Advisers, has indicated die tax 
cut the administration will re­ 
quest of the new Congress will 
total more than $4 billion.

Heller described the still-un- 
veiled administration tax plan as 
a big balanced program. Includ­ 
ed. he said, will he a large re­ 
duction in the lower brackets, a 
cut in tax rates above 65 per cen*, 
more incentive for investment and 
a reduction in corporate rates. 
Opponents of tax reduction have 
argued that lower levies would 
balloon the federal deficit. On this 
point Heller said the choice was 
further deficits with a weak econ­ 
omy or tax reduction with some 
temporary deficit* and a growing 
expanding economy.

Opponents of tax reduction have 


argued that lower levies would 
balloon the federal deficit. On this 
point Heller said the choke was 
Further deficits with a weak econ- 
omy or tax reduction with «ome 
temporary deficits and a growing 
expanding economy.
